Thls> board 
has only been called together once be- 
fore, and that was during tbe trouble 
at the Woods i^lant kt McKeiest)ort 
last April. 

Japanese In Control.

The Imperialists 
showed that they would not be asso 
ciated with any anti national polic\ 
but the gathering was harmonious and 
seems to have resulted in a tempor- 
ary clcai'lnK of the air.

Into which they 
fell near to their armpits.

Indianapolis, July 9. — Mrs. Sarah 
Belle Tanner Taylor, wife of William 
S. Taylor, ex-governor of Kentucky, 
hut for more than a year a resident of 
Indianapolis, died of bemorrbage re- 
sulting from heart disease, from which 
she had suflfered for many years.
